from their ſeveral Patrons, and Collation trom the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs where they lived-, ſhould have no tight to the uplifting 
the Rents of any Benefice or Stipend tor the year, one thouſand 
fix hundred and ſixty two, bur- that their Places, Benefices and 
Kirks ſhould be, ipſo jure, vacand : And that whatever Miniſters 
ſhould, without a Jawtfull excuſe to be admitted by their Ordi- 
nary, abſent themſelves from the diocefian Aſſembly, or who 
ſhould not concur in all the Acts of the Church-diſcipline, as

Subjects, a due acknowledgment of, and hearty complyance with, 
His Majeſties Government, Ecclefiaſticall and Civil, as it is now 
eſtabliſhed by Law within this Kingdom, and that in order there- 
unto they will give their chearfull concurrence, countenance and
